and talk about women." 


Three officials seized Mrs. Symons 


and carried her out bodily. She was 
then led to the outer door and dis 
missed. As a result of the coup an 
order was issued that hereafter worn 
en shall not be permitted in the build- 
ing on any pretext whatever, and in 
the future the historic grille will not 
screen feminine spectators.

Ap- 
plication is now in for the or- 
ganization of a fourth bank in 
one town of only -170 population.

institutions. 
I have knowledge 


of one instance where a man was 
engaged In business some \-cars 
ago and failed. He went to an- 
other town and engaged in the 
same line of business in his 
wife's name, but conducted her 
affairs in such an unbusinesslike 
way that she failed. Some time 
afterward he went to Oklahoma 
territory 
and started a sniall 


state bank, but found-he could 
not succeed and sold to other 
parties and left the territory. A 
few mouths ago, however, be re- 
turned and started another state 
bank, advertising that the depos- 
itors are secured under the stat6 
guaranty law, and after sixty 
days' operation he now has over 
$100,000 deposits. I have It from
